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A LOST SLOGAN. 

The voluntary pool, as well as the compulsory 
srheat board, is off for this year. It is well for 
the country at large and especially for the farm 
ers that it is. What is needed this year is a maxi 
mum of activity in finding markets for western 
wheat ; not in holding the crop off the market. The 
farmer and the country need the money that the 
prospective crop is worth. The world needs the 
wheat, but the ability of the European consumer 
to pay for it is in question. Under these cireum- 
stances the holding of Canadian wheat off the 
world’s market in the hope of forcing up the price 
might very well have the same result to Canada 
that the like attempt in regard to the sugar crop 
of Cuba had on that island not many years ago. 

Canada exports a larger proportion of her 
wheat crop than does any other country. Also she 
will have for export this vear a larger volume 
of wheat than any other country. Under such cir- 
cumstances to have deliberately held Canadian 
wheat off the market would have been financial 
snicide. And yet that was exactly what the men 
at present entrusted with political leadership in 
the west proposed to do--first by compulsory 
marketing and then by a voluntary pool. 

When the provincial wheat board legislation 
was being passed during last summer, the Bulletin 
questioned the good faith of the projectors of the 
scheme. The belief was expressed that the ‘‘Pro- 
gressive’ leaders wanted a political slogan that 
would perpetuate their power. That what wonld 
happen to the farmer was a minor consideration 
Now that the case is closed the facts absolutely | 
support the Bulletin’s suggestion. If the political | 
leaders knew that the compulsory scheme was im- 
practicable they were insincere in their advocacy 
of it. If they did not know that it was imprac- 
tiecable they have proven that they should not be 
entrusted with the position that they now hold. 
The fact was that whether it was practicable or im- 
practicable was not 4 matter of serious concern to 
them. It was a good political rallying ery, and 
that was enough. 

The accusation of insincerity thas been the 
strongest charge made by the so-called “Pro- | 
gressives’’ against the Liberal and Conservative 
parties. To what extent that charge is justified by 
the facts must always remain a matter of argu- 
ment. But there is no question that at no time and 
under no circumstances have either the Liberal or 
Conservative ;arties been guilty of such cold- 
blooded disregard of pledges made in regard to 
any matter of governmental policy as has the 
leadership of the Progressive party in the West 
m regard to the declared policy of compulsory 
marketing of the Western wheat crop. 


RAILWAY PROSPECTS FOR PEACE RIVER. | 
The news that Chief Engineer James of the| 
C.P.R. has come through the Peace River Pass 
from Prince George and is now on his way to 
Vermilion indicates an interest in the Peace River 
country on the part of the C.P.R. that may lead 
to big developments in transportation facilities | 
for that region. At the same time as Mr. James 
was coming from the west, at least one and pos- 
ribly two parties of engineers, had gone from Ed- 
monon to examine the mineral resources existing | 
in and near the Peace and Pine river passes in the 
Rockies. Both the Peace and Pine passes are very 
favorable as to altitude, the Peace being the lowev 
of the two, but the Pine possibly permitting easier 
railway construction. Both passes lead from the | 
plains to the valley of the Parsnip, which is the | 
south branch of the Peace. The Parsnip heads | 
near the Fraser a few miles from Prince George 
Giscombe portage, nine miles in length, connects 
the Fraser with Summit lake, from which issues 
Crooked river, one of the upper streams of the 
Parsnip. There are no engineering difficulties in 
the Pine pas or on the Parsnip. There may be 
some such difficulties in the Peace pass, as the | 
river cuts squarely across the Rockies. Engineer | 
James’ trip through that pass will satisfy his j 
company on that point | 
Mr exploratory trip by land from | 
Peace river town to Vermilion, 250 miles down | 
stream, indicates an interest on the part of his 
company in the agricultural possibilities of that 
region and as well in the possibilities of railway | 
So far as general information goes | 
there 18 a good agricutural country to be develop } 
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ed and no engineering difficulties in the way of 
railway building

The Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Colum. 
bia railway was originally built to connect with | 
the Pacific and Great Eastern through the Pine 
pass and 80 give the Peace River country a wes- 
tern as well as an eastern outlet. The trip of Mr. 
James rather indicates that the C.P.R. have al | 
mind the possibility of the completion of that pro- 
ject; with some variations as to details. The P. & 
G.E., built by the Britsih Columbia government, | 
ig completed to within forty miles of Prince 
George; but is at a standstill. The provincial gov- | 
emment wants to get out from under it, much as | 
the Alberta government wants to get out from 
under the E.D. & B.C. If the C.P.R. acquired that 
part of the P. & G.E. extending northward from 
Clinton, B.C, and completed the line to Prince | 
George, they could connect Clinton with Ashcroft 
on their main line by some thirty miles of com 
paratively easy construction and with a down- 
grade all the way, following the Bonaparte tribu- | 
tary of the Thompson. From Prinee George to the 
E.. & B.C. at Spirit river by way of the Parsnip | 
and through the Pine pas is some 400 miles. From 
Prince George through the Peace pass to the Cen. | 
tral Canada branch of the E.D. & B.C. at Berwyn 
is about 450 miles. | 

In either case the construction of some 500 
miles of new railway ts involved. On the other 
hand that part of the P. & G.E. already construct 
ed from Clinton to Prince George will be of com- 
paratively little use unless connection with the | 
Peace River country is established; and the Peace 
River country cannot be developed in wheat rais 
ing without a shorter han] to tide water than it 
now has. The 500 miles of wheat and cattle raising 
territory on both banks of the Peace extending 
from Hudson’s Hope to Chutes below Vermilion 
must have a railway outlet to the Pacifie or it 
eannot grow and flourish as it should. The sooner | 
it gets that outlet and the better the outlet is the 
better it will be not only for the Peace River 
country but for Canada as a whole, and especially 
for those parts of Canada whose trade is with 
Peace River. 

The fact that the National system is contem 
plating a connecion between Grande Prairie and 
their main line at Entrance,—so-called because it 
is the entrance of the Jasper pass into the moun 
tains—may have had some influence in stimulat- | 
ing interest on the part of the C.P.R. Provision is | 
being made for a survey. From Entrance to Grande 
Prairie City is 160 miles in direct distance. It is 
possible that a grain carrying railway between 
the two points would have to be 200 miles in 
length. A part of the length of this railway would 
be of use in reaching the anthracite coal fields at 
Grande Cache, on the Smoky, known as the Hoppe 
leases. How much of it could be so used must de- 
pend on the report of the survey that has just 
been authorized by parliament. fn any case the 
interests to be served in providing an outlet for 
the anthracite coal of Grande Cache and for the 
wheat of Grande Prairie are each sufficiently im 
portant that neither one should be sacrificed to 
the other. That is to say each interst needs and 
should have the best line that can be got. It is 
probable that the line common to both interests 
would not be more than 50 to 60 miles in length, | 
crossing the tributaries of the Athabasea and the 
divide between the Athabasea and the Smoky. But 
that is the part of the route that presente the 
greatest difficulties. | 

Assuming a rail distance of 190 miles from | 
Grande Prairie City to Entrance the total rail 
hau) from Grande Prairie City to Vaneouver 
would be 770 miles, the same as from Edmontou 
The present rail distance from Grande Prairic 
to Ft. William is 1,700 miles. If the Crow’s Nest 
rate on wheat prevailed on the present hau! to Ft 
William and on the prospective haul to Vaneou 
ver as stated above the difference would be 
nearly 12 cents a bushel in favor ofthe Vancouver | 
haul. The argument for a line to Entrance is un 
answerable from any point of view that contem- 
plates the development of northern Canada, pro- | 
vided the cost as a result of engineering difficul- 
ties is not too great. 

It is possible that the proposed line would 
follow down the Simonette, which lies between 
the Big and Little Smoky and cross the Big Smoky 
et Bezanson, which was selected as the crossing 
of the at-one-time projected Canadian Northern 
line by way of Whitecourt and Grande Prairie 
City through the Pine pass. The road is in opern 
tion to Whitecourt as a branch of the National 
system. The survey was made by way of Sturgeon 
lake and Bezanson to Grande Prairie city. Expec 
tation of the completion of that railway was the 
cause of the early settlement of the Grande 
Prairie and the founding of Grande Prairie City 
That it will be completed some day is certain both | 
as a colonization road and as the most direct 
easterly outlet for the Grande Prairie region. From 
Whitecourt to Grande Prairie City the direet dis 
tance is 160 miles; or possibly 175 miles by prac 
ticable railway line. Aecepting the latter figure 
us correct, the tota! rail distanee from Edmonton 
to Grande Prairie City would not be more than 282
